RAILROAD 
PBOJECri 
IN 


NEVADA. 


The San Francisco Bulletin of a 


late date has the annexed upon the 
new railroads now building, in course 
of construction,' and projected, in 
this State. The article is somewhat 
lengthy, tiut will prove interesting 
reading matter: 


There are, it appears, strong hopes 


that the Virginia City aud Uniatilla 
(Oregon) Railroad project will be 
carried into effect. 
Surveys have 


been commenced for that portion of 
the road between Virginia City and 
Reno, and no engineering difficulties 
have so far presented themselves. 
The road will bo a narrow-gauge, 
and it is intended to construct the 
section between Virginia and Reno, 
and ultimately to push the road 
northward into the heavily timbered 
belts of the Sierra Nevada and the 
agricultural valleys of Eastern Ore- 
gon. 
A bill was before the Nevada 


Legislature granting a right of way 
for this road, but it never could be 
got before the Assembly, owing, as 
was then alleged, to the influence of 
the Virginia and Truckea Ki.iircad 
Company, which desired to keep out 
all competition. 
Since that time the 


company has been organized under 
the general law of the State, and 
shows signs of vitality. If, as is al- 
leged, HIM project is backed by the 
firm of Flood & O'Brien it will not 
lack capital to become an accom- 
plished fact, and it was asserted in 
the preamble to the bill which was 
before the Legislature that Oregon 
capitalists were ready to embark in 
the undertaking. 


With the developments of mines 


on the Comstock tlie consumption of 
timber has become enormous. Im- 
mense tracts of the Sierra Nevada 
have been entirely denuded of forest 
trees, and tlie consumption is in- 
creasing. It will therefore become a 
necessity to seek other districts, and 
the first step in this direction is the 
construction of a railroad to the 
heavily timbered region to the north- 
ward of those where the present sup- 
ply is obt.uued.
